| sce in the legislative reports that a 
Mr. Holliday has presented s bill in the 
House of Representatives of Ohio, to 
punish *‘fortune-tellers and spiritual 
mediams.” If I am not mistaken, the 
same thing was done eight or ten years 7 
ago, but was soon afterward repudiated 
by the people and repeated by the Legis- 
lature. Such legislation is in direct and 
Nayrant violation of the constitution of 
the United States, and a direct Insult to 
the Intelligence of the people. Such 
legislation is not only a fatal mistake, 
but it is folly in the extreme. In Prus- 

sia, the priests have forbidden their 
people to believe in Spiritualism. The 
time was when the church punished men 
for believing that the world was round 
and revolved around the sun. 
Legislation to suppress or retard the 
spread of Spiritualism. or any other 
faith or belief, will stimulate inquiry, 
fur the ayitation of thought is the begin- 
ning of wisdom. It will alarm the peo- 
| ple who know what povernment inter- 
| ference with religious faith. and the free 
| expression of religious belief. ha» done 
for other nations. To such legislation, 
the people. especially of Ohio, wbere 
freedom und the righte of man are ever

cal party, but [t can never suppress or 
destroy the truth. nor prevent invest 
gation: because that is what leads 
truth.
